THE PRICE OF PEACE 
Europe, which has been shuddering over the hor 
rible possibility of war, turn* Its attention now to the 
price of j>eace set by the Munich conference 
The conference was the result of a J oint decision 
that war should not happen. 
Apparently through 
the Influence of 
Premier 
Mussolini, Reichafuehrer 
Hitler was persuaded to reopen the Sudeten issue 
for a showdown with the governments which wanted 
preservation of the boundaries of Czechoslovakia less 
than they wanted peace. 
They knew Herr Hitler would drive a hard bargain, 
but they knew, also, that 
in 
the 
days since the 
Sudeten Issue has reached a crisis their population* 
have been made acquainted with the reasons why he 
was in position to drive a hard bargain 
Oermany, 
from a military standpoint, held the high trump in 
the game they were playing, 
True, in a long war, Germany could have been 
ruined, but neither Great Britain nor France 1* In 
position to ilsk a long war. 
In a short war. due to 
the fact the German offensive would be conducted 
on the front farthest from Great Britain and Fiance, 
the military power of those countries could not be 
made effective. 
War drums to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
constant objective of all negotiations was to make the 
best possible terms with Germany to prevent war 
Czechoslovakia was doomed 
for 
a 
sacrificial role 
from the beginning. 
It was bound to lose whatever 
happened; the choice was between quick exterm ina­ 
tion In war and slow' dismemberment In the absence 
of war. 
In the long view, assuming Germany is able to 
assimilate what it wants in Czechoslovakia without 
getting acute Indigestion, there Is the possibility— 
some call it the probability—that ouee Germuu ex­ 
pansion has occurred 
there 
will 
cease to be the 
political and economic pressures which now make a 
policy of expansion popular. 
The farther the German zone of influence extend*, 
in other words, the weaker German influence will 
become 
are willing to take—a hazard which statesmen of Ptyce 
other European governments now 
are hoping 
will 
work out ultimately to their advantage 
In the meantime, needless to say, they will leave 
no stone unturned to make it Impossible 
Hitler to be holding all the trump in the next game 
of cut-throat diplomacy they are called on to play 
with him. 
They know now to their sorrow that the 
fuehrer is playing for keeps, not for lun.
